Cranes are known for their lovely dancing displays, especially during the 
mating season. Both male and female bob their heads and flutter their wings 
as alley dance and prance about* The Demoiselle Cranees. Anthropoides vino, 
are the smallest but not the least beautiful of all the cranes. It is difficult 
to distinguish between the male and female Demoiselle cranes as the plumage in 
both sexes Is Identical* Their garb Is an inconspicuous light grey with slate 
grey feathers extending down the front of each bird in the form of a. pointed 
bib. The secondary wing feathers are also slate gray and draper over- the tail 
fearners like a lovely curved ran, A tuft of white feathers protrudes behind 
each ear. me feature which really stands out Is their bright red. eyes, 
a erait of both sexes. The eggs axe earth brown in color with, dark brown spots 
and measure nearly 3f Inches i;;xlength. ‘ : 

Assiniboine Nark Zoo obtained eight Demoiselle Cranes which arrived in an 
exchange deal from TIerpark Berlin-Friedrichsfelde. East Germany, on September 
2o, 19o1. included in the shipment of eight cranes was one voung crane which had 
hatched in the spring of the same year. The group of eight were placed in a. 
large animal paddock 50 feet by 150 feet. The birds acted very wary and 'shied - . 
away from both keepers and visitors.. After some twenty days in this paddock, 
one of the cranes in the process of dashing- off, suffered a broken-wing. 

The practising veterinarian advised that this bird should" be destroyed because : 
the wing was 'boo badly broken "to knit. 

Since the colder days of--winter were fast approaching, the open enclosure 
was not enough protection from Manitoba winters* It was thought advisable to 
transfer she seven excitable cranes bo a smaller circular enclosure measuring 
37 feer in diameter with a shelter 15 square feet, located on the north arc 
of this cage. The shelter opened towards the south* This cage was -adequately 
shaded by poplar trees and climbing vines planted outside the. enclosure* 
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enclosure was already inhabited by a flock of Deaf owl* The two different species 
did some minor fighting but soon became tolerant of each other with no further 

'The cranes adapted well in their new home, gradually losing 
The cranes were first observed to enter the shelter eleven days 
bhey also sought refuge on bitterly cold nights. 

The diet of the Demoiselle Cranes consisted of a beneficial protein-diet, 
mixture of ground raw meat with a little mineral-vitamin powder was sprinkled 
on and a variety of grains added*..wheat, cracked corn, oat groats, rice and 
some breeder concentrate pellets* Oyster shell and coaxse sand were provided 
ad lib. Lebtuce and sods were given often during summer. The cranes relished 
obese bits of green and they delighted in probing for insects and delectable 
grass shoots found in the sods. 

Ravins season of the Demoiselle Cranes commenced the middle of 
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ipril, extending Into may and June. In each corner of the circular inclosure

preferred so lay on the open ground and securing undamaged eggs was somewhat 
difficult. Willow sticks were set in the soil for coverage and to curb the 
danger of broken eggs which has proved beneficial. 

An incubator of the forced-draft type was used to incubate the crane eggs 
which required 28 days bo hatch. Ac temperuWnre of 99°F or 37.5°C was 
maintained throughout tt e hatching period with the relative humidity reading 
of 88 F or 31.1 C. The egos were burned three times daily. 

The crane chicks were not given any food until 36 hours old which allowed 
for normal process of yolk absorbbion within 'the body causing the chick to be 
quite hungry at the first feeding. Tiny bits of ground faeat mixed with 
calcium phosphate powder, a little vitamin powder, hard-boiled eg f volk

some insect food called stimulite (obtained from Great Britain) and some dried 
flies and ant eggs. Chick starter was given when - the"chick was about one 
week of age* Large tweezers 12 n long were used to entice the chick to begin 
eating. I found these tweezers excellent and the crane chick began to peel 


the 


tiny bits of 


meat immediately as it appeared to be-the mother crane*s 


mandibles. The chicks were given food four times daily for the first three 
weeks and three times daily until completely feathered in juvenile plumage* 
Grain was gradually introduced at one and a half months of age until two months 
en chick starter was omitted. 

Each Demoiselle Crane chick, being completely dried after hatching was 
placed in a specially raised brooder box which was set at a temperature of

85 °F. or 29.4 U C. The temperature was lowered as the chick grew, 
days the crane chicks were placed outdoors. Care was taken t

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a crane chick becoming chilled or wet' as death often results when downy chicks 
become chilled on cool days or wet on rainy days. Shs.de is very beneficial 
so a chick cannot suffer a sun stroke. 

The first crane chick.reared in 1 964 3 was not pinioned and introduction with 
the adult flock was attempted. The young crane remained constantly under foot 
and was petrified of both the peafowl and cranes of its: species. They provoked 
the young bird to the point of desperation which caused him to take flight and 
he hit the top of the wire with such force

he fell limpless to the ground. 


was discovered to have died 01 
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broken neck. As a precaution, it was 
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bought advisable to pinion the young cranes reared in future. 

The three crane chicks which hatched in 19-65? progressed well, in 
outdoor enclosure. The third chick at 8 days of age suddenly appeared weak and 
one leg developed a terrible twist. Excessive body wieght acting on its soft 
leg bones and lack of exercise may likely babe caused the twisted leg. The 
chick 1 s leg became progressively worse and the bird was finally destroyed. 

The other two young cranes .attained their juvenile plumage and their prancing 
andflettering about made it necessary to pinion both of them. In due course, 
the wings of both had healed sufficiently and the kwo cranes were shipped to a 
purchaser in the United (States.

Only one crane chick grew to maturity 
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enough 
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permiG flight, this bird was pinioned. After attaining juvenile 
plumage this crane was sent to a- purchaser in British Columbia. 

In 1967? three crane chicks hatched . successfully within a months time* For 
the first three weeks after hatching in June, the oldest chick was placed 
outdoors during warm sunnv days. Precautions were taken to shade the chick and 
guard against a possible sun stroke. At the •age' of nearly one month this crane 
was transferred to a special brooder box equipped with an infrared heat bulb 
maintained at a temperature of 80 F or 26.6 C. ~ 

This crane chick was placed outdoors similarly as the first, 
outdoors similarly as the first. However, this chick showed signs of a 
respiratory ailment while breathing. Dr, R. major, the practising veterinarian, 
advised giving polyotic (a powder for trating against respiratory ailment) for 
several days in the drinking water. This crane improved slightly, frequently 
showing signs of breathing trouble that appeared gasping-like. 

Polyotic now seemed' futile° the chick 1 s breathing was ineffective against

The third Demoiselle Crane had hatched two weeks after 
the second chick and progressed favorably with no apparent ailment. 

During the middle of September, the three crane chicks were placed together 
In an entirely new enclosure with ,a shelter on the north end. The three young 
birds settled well in'their new habitat. Their wings had grown sufficiently . 



to permit flight and It was. now advisable to pinion the. young manes, All 
three fared well together/ their wings, uiad healed sufficiently and early 
in November the three.,young, birds were shipped to a purchaser in the 
United States < 

There 'was no hatching success in 1968, with 8,eggs secured for incubation 
In 1969/12 eggs were incubated. Seven of .the eggs proved fertile; four 
failed to hatch while three managed to hatch.but were terribly weak and 

died within a few days., •: / 

Twelve eggs, were laid in, 1970; 6 of them ,became broken, the remainder 
were incubated with no chick hatching at all. 

On the"1st of April/ 1971, one crane was found dead in a corner -of 
the enclosure.7 A weasel had been caught as a possible culprit, however,- 
the tragedy of the following morning revealed the remaining six cranes 
and one. male peacock found dead. Investigation revealed a mink -had 
been the cause. He X\ras soon captured and destroyed. 

Assiniboine Park Zoo has been able to secure six more Demoiselle 
Cranes which are in quarantine at the time of this writing. I sincerely 
hope that better success will result from these cranes in the future.

Tip till now, we have had no further serious- 
trouble. Tbcre have been small amounts, of pus present around Hie base 
of the broken tusk but we feel that this is caused' by irritation as the 
tusk grows out. We ha we been controlling this by flushing, with a wash 
of sulphamethazino• 

Prom our experience with this problem, we could think of nothing 
that could have been done to prevent the injury from happening short 
cf keeping the tusks, cut hack and perhaps this should be done, but it 
is very nice to bo able to exhibit an elephant with good size tusks* 

We plan on letting her tusks grow again, as they will now grow out 
thicker, we fool there will bo less chance of them breaking. We also 
plan on fitting, her again with balls to prevent her wearing them down 
and to prevent her doing any damage with them* 

Our experiences with this problem have also once again pointed out 
the advantages of training, and handling your elephants. The simple fact 
that the elephant was used to being chained and handled, made the Y/holc 
operation so much easier and simpler* Rather than having a scared and 
nervous, animal fighting tic effect of the drugs and the unfamiliar 
chains, tig had a very calm, relaxed animal among friends who didm ,; t even 
realize she had been treated in any- way* Of course this also made-the 
who operation a lot safer for all involved*

One day is not enough time to go through Hellabrumi, Zoo thoroughly* 

However, that was all the time wo had, so this will .be of very sketchy 
view* This zoo covers a. much larger, area than Frankfurt Ago,- having 75 
hectors (about 170 acres)« Most of this space is utilized in lairge animal ■ 
paddocks. Walking through the zoo is like going through a wooden park* Xt • 
is., a pleasant, quiet place where things scorn' to flow along at their own 
pane and the animals arc- free to live their lives fairly undisturbed0 There 
is a network of waterways running through the park and those divided the 
zoo into sections* 

HelXabrunn. was the first zoo to display its. animals according .to geo¬ 
graphical location* Ibis is why it is divided by waterways,* Each geographical 
location has its own designated portion of zoo ground and outside of such 
specialized groups as primates, ox felines, .you will find * the' animals from 
a given location in the same section* The ^agenbeck concept of moated areas 
with unobstructed vision is the favorite method of disply and is utilized 
whenever feasible* Wire fencing is also used for enclosures and this fencing 
is also used within' moated areas to keep different species separate but 
displayed tog ether-in terms, of field vision* 

Conservation is the most evident purpose of this zoo, with its large 
free areas and'breeding herds.’ Hollabruhn boasts of maintaing herds of Pore 
Bavid Baer, Onager, and Przewalski horses, .just to name a few* Ibis is an 
old zoo, founded in. I9U* Xt didn't really get a good start until 1927* however 
because of World War X* Borne of its buildings arc very old and depressing 5 
but those are at a minimum and the now constructions are very nice* The 
best example of this is the boasts of prey exhibit* This is separated into ' 
two areas. One is the unusual "house 51 display with inside and outside areas* 
Those cages arc well "furnished" for the animals (all cats except one pair 
of Brown Hycnea) with., logs, limbs., shelves, and a, combination of cement and' 
sand for outside floors* . Inside are cement walls, wooden shelves and floor 
and a half log on the wall, for scratching posts* 

The second part of this exhibit is a different concept in display* It 
is m open-air type building* What would be considered inside cages are 
much like those of the building with cement and wood*

However, it is open in the sens© that the public area consists of covered 
walk. There are also some open pen-like cages and these are placed archit¬ 
ecturally to make a very attractive display. The outside cages are like 
those of the building but have wire-mesh roofs as well as walls. 

One of these open-air cages was the shelter: for the Siberian Tiger 
display. This area was a large moated, grassy enclosure with an open cave 
that gave the animals an outside shelter but did not obstruct the view. 

There were foliage and small trees in the area as well. The only other 
moated cat area was one off the building for lions. Their cage was much 
like those of the other outside carnivore cages. The beasts of prey exhibit 
was evidently the newest addition to the zoo and one of the best by far. 

Another impressive display area and the most educationally valuable, in 
my opinion, was the very large rock island of some 50 to 70 baboons. 

These animals live free to their own devices and there are enough that 
separated family groups exhibited. This set up demonstrates social behavior 
and structure beautifully. The other primates are exhibited in a very old 
out of date "Man-Ape Station." About the only thing to say for this area is that 
they have a; pair of both Borneo and Sum&trian Orang Utans and a very 
good breeding record of them. The babies—together with the baby chimps— 
were displayed in a glass fronted nursery-kitchen. The other Orangs, the 
two pairs, and a set of slightly older twin pair babies were behind bars 
and glass. 

There is also an older but efficient "Great Warm House" with spacious 
enclosures for pachyderms, giraffes, hippos, and tapir. Tapirs and pygmy 
hippos had a grassed, outside areas for grazing with a wallaby sharing the 
tapir enclosure. The other animals in the building had outside paddocks 
along with a magnificent group of Greater Kudu. 

Geese and ducks of every variety swim on the many waterways, ponds 
and moats. Special breeding areas are provided for them. 

There is a small and very old aquarium that is soon to be replaced 
with a new building in the planning. The bears have moated enclosures and 
there is a wooded yard that holds a pack of wolves. This zoo has a small 
Kinder Tier Park with small domestic stock such as sheep, pigs, ponies, 
and goats. There are low fences for reaching over. 

Of all the outstanding work Hellabrunn Zoo has done in the field of 
conservative breeding, probably the most interesting work has been done by 
the director for 40 years, Heinz Heck. Dr. Heck, through years of selctive 
back breeding has developed a breeding herd of animals that are a reasonable 
facsimile of two now extinct animals. These are the Tarpin, a wild horse, 
and the Aurochs, the cattle of the cave paintings. Although these animals 
can not be considered the actual animal scientifically, they are very close, 
according to existing descriptions and hides of these extinct species. Man 
can, today, get a good impression of two of the many species he has let die 
or destroyed out of existence. Maybe this in itself can open someone 1 s eyes 
to the necessity of conservation and that should prove to be adequate 
justification of such experimental breeding. 

In n$r opinion, this zoo is for the animal educated. The wealth of 
knowledge Hellabrunn has to offer, especially in the field of animal behavior 
and social structure is vast. However, this knowledge must be sought and to 
get the greatest educational value from it you must know how to observe 
animals. Information is not "spoon fed" to the general public and a lot of 
animals are merely identified by German and scientific name and the geo¬ 
graphical location- in some of these cases, even the signs are hard to find. 
Although this is a very pleasant pare for the layman, it does not cater to 
them and gave me the impression that the main and formost concern was that 
of animal conservation and breeding.

I would highly recommend this zoo to any one interested in animal behavior 
or hoofed stocky which are,without doubt its strongest areas. 

This is one of the major zoos in Germany and a top notch animal 
institution. I can not do justice to the 10,000 animals there, or the 
many things I have missed or left out. There are truly many things to 
learn at Hellabrunn Zoo and a one day visit can not begin to comprehend 
its potential.

Aardvarks have until recent years been one of the many species of animals 
considered as rnbreedable in captivity. On the 24th of September 1967, 
a ±©male born in Crandon Park Zoo, .Miami, Florida was removed from her mother 
and the process of raising by hand was begun. It was a success, so the 
first captive birth which resulted in a young to survive took place. 

The Frankfurt Zoo in 'Germany had the first captive birth, back In 1962, 
even though several others have been born since, none.have been raised-'

Amsterdam Zoo has been successful in raising one young, and it is 
reported that one born at the Pretoria Zoo in 1969 also survived. There have 
been living births in a few other zoos, but the young invariably did not 
live. These have included Philadelphia and Tacoma, 

However, this year four were born in little more than five weeks time 
and all are surviving to date (at this writing, as of 8 August 1971), The 
first was born on 14 June at the Tacoma Zoo, and in full view of a number of 
spectators including a group of zoo professionals from Japan, who recorded 
the event photographically. The young is being raised by hand. The Miami 
^oo which has four females (including the 1967 young) received a male on loan 
from the Bronx Zoo 26 October 1970. This male who is of the East African 
race, 0. a, rryanensis . had arrived at the Bronx 11 November 1957 as an 
adult. Shortly after arrival he was noted to breed with several of the 
females. The result - a female was born 21 June 1971, a male was born 
30 June 1971 and a second male 27 July 1971. All are being hand reared and 
all^ doing well. Miami Indeed can well claim to be the Asrdvark capital 
of the zoo world, and as Director Gordon Hubbell mentions in a recent letter 
to "Godfather 11 William Conway of the Bronx Zoo, raising these babies is 
"Aard-vork", I should add that the females at Miami are of the Abyssinian 
race, 0. a, ae t hi opic us c while the male that fat honed the 1967 young was 
of the South West African race, 0. a. albicaudus . and that really makes 
for an Aardvark potpourri, 

One^ of the most spectacular marine mammals, and one of the tourist 
aturacuions of southern California Is the Gray Whale, whose annual migration 
is watched by thousands near San Diego. Early this year one was caught and 
brought to Sea World, the large aquarium complex located on Mission Bay in 
San Diego. On arrival it was 18 feet long and has grown about l/3rd of an 
inch per day. In mid June 1971 it was over 21 feet in length and was 
estimated to weigh 81,000 pounds. Sea World has increased its collection 
‘obis year with a pair of Patagonian Sea Lions^ several additional Killer 
Whales| four Alaskan Walrus, and other species. It should be reported that 
one female Weddell Seal is still living, probably the only one in captivity 
at the present time. 

The number of gorillas born in captivity since 1956 when COLO was born in 
ohe Columbus Zoo is somewhere between 54 and 57, and the figure climbs almost 
with each passing month. At least ten have been born so far in 1971 (to 1 
August), and about four more are due before the year is out. Most of those 
born are surviving, and it is good to see that many are being left with the 
mothers so they can be reared naturally. Last May zoo history was made when 
the male KWANZA M0JA born at the San Francisco Zoo was not only left with his 
mother, but both were allowed to join the adult male and two other females 
in the. large ape grotto. On 4 July of this year, the female Jacqueline gave 
birth oo a healthy female who has been called IIANABI —KQ, which in Japanese 
means "Firework Child" since the young came on the 4th of July which is a 
national holiday traditionally celebrated by large firework demonstrations. 

Iu was my great pleasure last week (l Aug) to see this young and her 
mother, along with KWANZA MOJA and his mother, plus the adult mile and the 
ocher female all 'together in their spacious yard. The older baby was oven

allowed to approach and touch the newer baby.. Certainly this is an event 
lino q nailed by any ofcner zoo, Both an Frankfurt and Basel the young have been 
introduced to the. family group, but not until many months have passed. It. 
will be most Interesting to see how this family develops in future years, 
certainly the material exists for a good ape study, I should add that the 
male born at Takamacsu Zoo in Japan on 2 February also is being raised by the 
mother with^the male present. The baby born in May at Chicago--Brookfield Zoo 
is being raised oy its mother as is she one born 21 April at Chicago—Lincoln 
Park. Other young have been born at Bristol (two young, one'died,°one 
survived), Basel (to GOMA), Frankfurt and Cincinnati. 

Another very important birth was registered on 21 June 1971 when the 
female Orang Utan BULU had a youngster in the Regent f s Park Zoo, Loudon. 

-ine father was one of the group imported some years ago, but BULU was born in 
London 12 March 1961. This was not her first baby, but"was the-first to 
survive. Inis is important, for despite the fact that well over a hundred 
'•iangs have been born in captivity in the last 15 years, very few have in 
tnemselves bred and borne young. Those that have usually did not raise their 
young, or the young were aborted. For instance the male TOM born at the 
Rotterdam Zoo in 1963 (of parents born in that zoo in 1951 and 1953) died in 
19°5^ as did both of his parents. Several young have been born to the female 
Philadelphia but none lived very long. Thus this is a very interesting 
bij. on and ib is hoped the youiig will survive. It Is being raised by hand. 

For one second known time in zoo history, triplet Ruffed Lemurs have been 
born, the first such event taking place at the Giza Zoo, Egypt In 1909. 

A orio was born this year at the San Diego Zoo, on 28 May and are doing well, 
ao is o± interest that this birth was to the same pair of Ruffed Lemurs that 
nao bred oefore in San Diego, The other pair In the collection, even 
Alongn they arrived in 1965 have still not bred. Recent - observations at San 
Diego has shown char there are many differences between the Ruffed and other 
species of ohe Genus Lemur and that simply becau.se one might have success 
wl,/h such forms as Mongoose or Black will not .necessarily mean that the same 
will hold true with The more difficult Ruffed form, 

,lwo other events of note, are 'that the Chicago-Brookfield Zoo still has 
on exhibit, the fine male Fairy Armadillo ( Chlarnyphorous t rune at us ) that was 
caugno^four years ago. This not only Is notable longevity wise, but also 
shows the skill of the zooMs animal husbandry. Not too far from Brookfield, 
the ocher large Chicago area zoo at Lincoln Park has had equally dazzling 
success^ with edentates, which are the special study of the General Curator 
Dennis Merict.^ they have kept a Silky Anteater, Cyclo pes didactylys „ since 
1o November 19o9« This animal thus achieved a new captive longevity record 

0.1 moie than 1 year and 8 months as of the end of July, and is still in 
good health,
